SHOPS AND CAR PARKS TO 
CLOSE UNTIL ALL CLEAR’ 


NEWSAFETYUPDATE AHEAD OFGREYFRIARS’ SITE DEMOLITION 


The main shopping street in 
Northampton will be closed 
while the town’s former bus 
station is demolished and a 
large dust cloud’ is likely to be 
thrown up as the building col¬ 
lapses, latest information has 
revealed. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil has released more details 
on the ‘safety zone’ which will 
be set up to keep people away 
from the demolition site on 
Sunday, March 15. 

It announced that a 
number of roads would be 
closed on the day, including 
the town’s main shopping 
street, Abington Street, as 
well as Albert Street, Welling¬ 
ton Street, Greyfriars, Lady’s 
Lane, part of Sheep Street, 
Newland and Victoria Street. 

A spokesman said: “The 
exclusion zone has been set 
to contain much of the [dust] 
cloud as well as keep people 


safely back from the demoli¬ 
tion.” 

Street sweepers will move 
in to clear up the area immedi¬ 
ately after the building is col¬ 
lapsed. 

The council has also an¬ 
nounced that the North Gate 
bus station will remain open 
on the day, with services stop¬ 
ping only ‘briefly’ when Grey¬ 
friars is ‘blown down’. 

Coach services will be re¬ 
directed to use The Drapery. 

However the exact time 
of the demolition is not yet 
known as contractors, DSM 
Demolition, will need to be 
sure the exclusion zone is 
clear before the demolition 
takes place. 

A map of the exclusion 
zone, which encompasses 414 
properties, is available online 
at www.northampton.gov.uk/ 
greyfriars. 

The exclusion zone will be 
in place by 8am, and anyone 
living within it will be evacu¬ 


ated by that time. 

Letters have been sent to 
all residents and businesses 
in the zone to explain what 
the arrangements will be on 
the day. 

Businesses within the 
zone, which includes the Gros- 
venor Centre, will be closed, 
but the council said they will 
be able to open as soon as the 
demolition is completed and 
the all-clear given. 

The Grosvenor Centre 
and Mayorhold multi-storey 
car parks will be closed from 
6pm on Saturday, March 14, 
but will also re-open as soon 
as it is safe to do so. 

Wellington Street, Upper 
Mounts and Campbell Square 
car parks will also be closed in 
the morning but will reopen 
later in the day.

Barber goes out in 
style after 56 years 



One of Northampton’s oldest 
and best-known hairdress¬ 
ers is retiring after 56 years 
in the job. 

Terry Wright, who began 
working for Faulkner’s barber 
shop in Mercer’s Row, in the 
town centre as an apprentice 
at the age of 15, said it was the 
onlyjob he had ever had. 

Now aged 71, Mr Wright, 
who lives off Station Road in 
Blisworth, applied for the po¬ 
sition in 1959 after seeing a lo¬ 
cal job advertisment. 

He said: “I was going to be 
a carpenter and was top of my 
woodwork class at school, but 
I saw the advert and liked the 
idea of something different.” 

He quickly picked up the 
trade and was cutting hair 
by himself within just a few 
months. During the 1960s, he 
was named Northampton’s 
champion hairdresser seven 
times in a row; so many times 
that he was eventually given 
the trophy to keep. 

Mr Wright said: “I must be 
one of the oldest in town now. 

“I’ve always really enjoyed 
meeting people and having a 
good chat. 

“Some of my longest cus¬ 
tomers and I now consider 


each other good friends. 

“I know so many people in 
Northampton that I can’t walk 
across Market Square without 
someone shouting “Hi, Tel”, 
that’s my nickname.” 

Mr Wright took over 
Faulkner’s about six years ago 
when the last remaining fam¬ 
ily hairdresser, Wally, retired 
at 85 years old. 

He has cut hair for the likes 
of pop star Marc Almond and 
several snooker celebrities. 

In the last 56 years, he has 
mastered so many hairstyles 
that some have even gone and 
come back into fashion again. 
He said: “When I was starting 
out it was all Teddy Boy styles 
and now that retro stuff has 
become popular again. I have 
been in my element for the last 
couple of years. 

“I’ve done them all over the 
years, perms, mullets, the lot. 

“If it wasn’t for my health I 
would probably keep going.” 

Mr Wright has been in¬ 
volved in national hairdresser 
training since the 1970s. 

Now he hopes to spend 
more time fishing and with 
his two sons and two grand¬ 
children, as well as gardening 
with his wife and childhood 
sweetheart, Ann. 


■ Closing this year follow¬ 
ing Terry Wright’s retire¬ 
ment, Faulkner’s is one of 
the oldest hairdressers in 
Northampton, established 
in 1830 in Marefair. 

■ Mr Wright joined the busi¬ 
ness in 1959, when it was op¬ 
erating in Newland, before 
moving into the Mercer’s 
Row premises. 

■ Located in the centre of 
the town, opposite All Saints 
Church, it has been a popu¬ 
lar barbers for generations. 

■ Mr Wright said: “We’ve 


had clients from all walks of 
life through the door, from 
labourers to a High Court 
Judge. I would like to thank 
them all for their loyalty.” 

■ He once cut the hair of 
Darling Buds of May actor, 
Philip Franks, before his 
performance in a play at 
the nearby Royal & Dern- 
gate theatre. He said: “It 
was a sort of basin cut and I 
thought it looked terrible, 
but he was very happy with 
it. He was a smashing chap - 
one of the nicest I’ve met.”

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Coach passengers 


A new facility for coach 
passengers could be set up 
on land near Sheep Street, to 
the west of Northampton’s 
former Greyfriars bus station. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil has said that talks are be¬ 
ing held about an “improved 
facility” near the Mayorhold 
car park. 

Coaches currently leave 
from shelters in Victoria 
Street, where toilets have 
recently been installed for 
waiting passengers, after pas¬ 
sengers complained of a lack 
of facilities. 

And the council has also 
announced it is working with 
National Express to relocate 
evening coach services into 
the North Gate Bus Station 
later this year. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Some work on the site has al¬ 
ready begun and a feasibility 
study is already looking at the 
creation of a new, improved fa¬ 
cility for coaches on the west¬ 
ern island section. 

“This would replace the 
Victoria Street coach stop and 
complement the facilities at 
North Gate.”

She added: “The shelters 
and toilet recently installed 
at Victoria Street coach stop 
were designed to be suitable 
for easy relocation and can be 
moved to the new coach sta¬ 
tion site.”

999crews lost80,000 
hours due to sickness 


East Midlands Ambulance 
Service (EMAS) is discussing 
ways to cover sickness ab¬ 
sence after losing more than 
80,000 hours last year due to 
increased staff illness. 

A rise in staff absences in 
Northamptonshire meant 
that EMAS spent less time in 
responding to calls, losing a to¬ 
tal of 80,369 man hours dur¬ 
ing 2014, compared to 61,361 
in 2013. 

During a meeting with the 
EMAS Trust Board, directors 
explained that recent rises 
in staff sickness were often 
linked to stress and correlated 
to a rise in calls and increased 
pressure on the ambulance 
service in general. 

Figures collected by the 
board showed a 45 per cent 
increase in higher-emergen¬ 
cy ‘red’ calls in January this 
year compared to the same 


time last year. The statistics 
also showed a 66 per cent in¬ 
crease in ‘green’ calls, which 
often include elderly or vul¬ 
nerable people suffering falls 
or ongoing illnesses. 

Kerry Gulliver, EMAS’s act¬ 
ing director of workforce and 
engagement, said: “We have 
seen a six per cent increase 
year-on-year in calls in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

“We have been trying to 
respond by working on staff 
absences, as well as reducing 
annual leave and time off,” she 
added. 

Another board member 
added: “Staff are working 
harder and harder and are be¬ 
ing put under more pressure 
with higher volumes of emer¬ 
gency calls. 

“This has led to increased 
sickness levels, so we must 
also make sure we are recruit¬ 
ing new staff.” 


Traumatic calls 
lead to stress 

■ Stress caused by trau¬ 
matic incidents is a main 
reason for ambulance staff 
sickness, explained Blanche 
Lentz, general manager for 
EMAS in Northamptonshire. 

■ She said: “The health 
and wellbeing of staff is an 
absolute priority. The role 
of frontline clinicians can 
be physically demanding 
and the traumatic incidents 
we respond to can cause in¬ 
creased stress. 

■ “Significant work is be¬ 
ing done to improve the way 
we support staff in getting 
back to work as quickly as 
possible and we have seen a 
consistent drop in our staff 
sickness levels.”

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Water leak will not 
be fixed until April’ 


A leaking pipe that has flooded 
a road in Northamptonshire 
for a week will not be repaired 
until the end of April. 

Water has been steadily trick¬ 
ling down Preston Deanery 
Road, which runs between 
Quinton and Preston Dean¬ 
ery, since at least February 18. 

However, Gavin Hardy, 
who reported the problem, 
has been told by Anglian Wa¬ 
ter that it is unable to take ac¬ 
tion for two months because 
it does not have permission to 
close the road. 

Mr Hardy said: “There 
are two issues, here. One is 
that the leak is flooding land 
around it, including access to 
two places of work. 

“The other is the amount of 
water that will be lost over the 
course of two months. I’m sure 
that, come the summer, An¬ 
glian Water will be ordering us 
not to use hosepipes, yet they 
seem content to watch gallons 
of it dribble away.” 

An email to Mr Hardy from 
Anglian Water said they un¬ 
derstood from the council that

the length of the diversion cre¬ 
ated by closing the road had 
delayed permission being 
granted. Work would take up 
to three days. 

It said: “Northamptonshire 
County Council Highways will 
have taken this into account 
when we requested the road 
closure and have determined 
that they are not prepared to 
allow us to close the road until 


the end of April. 

“Unfortunately as they are 
responsible for the road net¬ 
work, we are bound by the in¬ 
structions of the local council 
and we have to compromise 
within their timescale. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
said: “The council co-ordi¬ 
nates utility company works 
on the highways so that dis¬ 
ruption to the travelling pub¬ 
lic is kept to a minimum. 

“Applications which re¬ 
quire a road closure, such as 
this, normally need a three- 
month notice period to make 
sure people have plenty of 
time to plan in advance. 

“However, the system is 
run in a pragmatic way so that 
if utility firms need immediate 
access for emergency repairs, 
they are allowed access to the 
highway. For regular applica¬ 
tions, utility firms can also ask 
for an early start date, which 
on this occasion has not been 
applied for.” 

Anglian Water added that, 
if the leak worsened, they 
could request a higher priority.

It is Land Rover’s good for¬ 
tune that looks now weigh 
heavy in the thinking of peo¬ 
ple, from China to California, 
when they go hunting for a set 
of go-any where wheels.

Brady said: “The players are 
giving me everything but 
their decision making is 
still costing us late on in 
games. 

“I want us to get 14 points 
from our remaining 10 
games because I still think 
we can reach our 50-point 
target but I will settle for 12 
which should be enough. 

“It’s going to be tight and 
I’ve told the players that 
consistency is the key to 
success, at all levels.” 
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
